There was little pomp or ceremony 
about the action of the committee 
which marks another milestone in the 
historic national controversy over liq- 
uor control.

As finally approved the resolution 
follows the outline laid down in the 
republican platform, rather than the 
democratic proposal for outright re- 


peal. 
To Oppose Plan. 

Senator Blaine announced, however, 
-that he would vote against the provi- 
sion giving congress the right to legis- 
late against the saloon. 

Chairman Norris said the full ju- 
diciary commite would consider the 
subcommittee report at its meeting 
Monday. He predicted it would “lead 
to a lot of discussion.” 

Interviews with members of the 
committee have disclosed overwhelm- 
ing sentiment in favor of repeal, but 
wide difference of opinion on the sa- 
loon question. 

Just a month ago today, the house 
by six votes turned down an outright 
repeal plan, but prohibition opponents 
believe they could muster enough votes 
to approve the modified proposal.

Official Washington Is 
Grief-Stricken as Pass- 
ing of Former President 
Is Officially Announced. 


ROOSEVELT SHOCKED 


BY COOLIDGE DEATH 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(4)— 
President-elect Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, commenting on the death to- 
day of ex-President Calvin Cool- 


idge, said: “I am_ inexpressibly 
shocked at the news of Mr. Cool- 
idge’s death. The nation suffers 
a great loss in his sudden and un- 
timely passing. I shall never for- 


get his generous and friendly tele- 
gram to me in 1920 when he de- 
feated me for vice president. 

“The deepest sympathy of Mrs. 
Roosevelt and myself goes out to 
his family.”

In a few 
minutes, house and senate stood _ad- 
journed as a token of respect.

DANEL W. GREEN | 
SUCCUMBS HERE F 


Popular Figure in Typo- 
graphical Field Dies 
After Long Illness. 


Daniel] W. Green, one of the most 
popular figures in the typographical 
field in the southeast and since 1919 
assistant probation officer of Fulton 
county, died early Thursday morning 


at his home, 649 Berne street, S. E. 
Mr. Green had been ill for a period of 
years, which virtually had forced his 
retirement from active service in the 
county probation office. 

Few men were better known than 
“Dan” Green in the printing sphere 
of the south. He was one of the most 
active members and largely responsi- 
ble for organization of Local No. 48, 
Atlanta Typographical union. For 
many years he was a familiar figure 
around Fulton courthouse, and was 
known widely both for his genial dis- 
position and his leniency. 

Served on Constitution. 


“Dan” Green served his apprentice- 
ship and many years service as a com- 
positor on The Constitution. He was 
a youth of expansive ambition, hav- 
ing gone through the University of 
Georgia Law school, from which he 
was graduated as a young man. 
After receiving his degree in law and 
being admitted to the bar, he returned 
to Atlanta and practiced for about 
seven years, but the smell of printer's 
ink was too strong in his nature, and 
he returned to his first love, remain- 
ing a printer for more than 40 years. 

In May, 1919, he became assistant 
to the robation officer of Fulton 
county, leaving for the first time in 
more than twoscore years the trade 


>| he loved so well. He still retained his 


interest in labor circles, however, and 
his enthusiasm was largely responsi- 
ble for the development of Local 48 
of the I. T. U. in Atlanta. 

Mr. Green served for eight years 
on the Atlanta board of education 
from the third ward; was former 
resident of the Atlanta Typographical 

nion No, 48; was a delegate to the 
national convention of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union at San 
Francisco and at Cincinnati. 

Born in 1870.

Coolidge wrote thousands and  thou- 
sands of words after he left the presi- 
dency. He wrote an autobiography, 
many magazine articles and—for a 
time—daily comments for newspapers. 
An editor of one of the magazines for 
which he wrote said the Coolidge out- 
put in 3 1-2 months might measure 
up well with the work of a profes- 
sional writer in several years. 

Despite the fact that he wrote fre- 
quently of his .desire to stay out of 
public life, several persons, including 
William Randolph Hearst, expressed 
publicly the hope that Mr. Coolidge 
would allow his name to be placed 
before the republican convention last 
June. But Coolidge wrote an article 
in which he pledged his support to 
President Hoover and urged his re- 
election. 

Following up this expression, he be- 
came last fall an active campaigner

As it is, another and perhaps the 
most dominant influence within the 
republican party has been removed 
from the 1936 republican presidential 
stage. In a way his passing is com- 
parable to the removal from the den- 
ocratic ranks of Woodrow Wilson and 
William Jennings Bryan, who, so 
long as they remained alive, wielded 
an influence that was potently felt 
in all national conventions. 

Even in the role of a non-candidate, 
Mr. Coolidge would have been a fac- 
tor not to be ignored. Based on the 
recollection of party partisaps and re- 
publican businessmen generally of the 
prosperous times enjoyed under his 
administration, it is not difficult to 
visualize a situation that might have 
developed around his name in ‘df,

During his first term as lieutenant 
governor, Mr. Coolidge formed the 
friendship of Frank W. Stearns, Bos- 
ton merchant. The latter immediately 
became a Coolidge enthusiast, declared 
the lieutenant governor to be one of 
the great men of Massachusetts and 
predicted that he would become presi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Stearns 
continued to champion the Coolidge 
cause until his prediction was fulfill- 
ed.

Urged as Dark Horse.

With the prestige that accrued to

His first appearance, 
in a giant rally at Madison Square 
Garden in New York, was regarded by 
republican leaders as one of the big 
occasions of the entire campaign.

While he 
never was a serious contender for the 
head of the ticket, he swept the con- 
vention for the place as the running 
mate of Warren G. Harding. 

As vice president, Mr. Coolidge’s 
principal duty was presiding over the 
senate. This he delegated to others on 
Tuesdays and Fridays to permit him 
to attend the cabinet meetings at the 
invitation of President Harding. In 
1922 he made a long speaking tour 
in the west to place before the people 


the accomplishments of the Harding! 


administration up to that time. 


After congress adjourned in March, |

started on his long-projected trip to 
Alaska. Mr. Coolidge returned to his 
native Vermont to visit his father. It 
was there he received the word that 
death had cut short the career of 
President Harding and thus had 
placed him in the presidency.

Mr. Coolidge probably was better 
equipped by experience and knowledge 
to take up his duties as chief execu- 
tive than any of his predecessors who 
had been called to that office by the 
death of a president. He alone of all 
the vice presidents had sat in _the 
cabinet meetings, where he obtained 
first-hand information as to the va- 
ried affairs of the government and the 
reasons which had prompted Prest- 
dent Harding in his decisions on ma- 
jor problems, domestic and foreign. 

It was not surprising therefore, that 
he put his hand to the helm of the 
ship of state with a sureness and 
coolness that impressed those with 
whom he came in contact. His first 
announced determination was to carry 
out the policies inaugurated by Mr. 
Harding and, in the accomplishment 
of that task, to retain about him the

One of the breaks of this routine 
was his monthly visit to New York 
to attend the meetings of the board 
of directors of the New York Life 
Insurance Company.

Last September he accepted the 
chairmanship of the non-partisan rail- 
road commission which came to be 
known as the National Transporta- 
tion Committee. Only last month he 
presided over the sessions of that body, 
seeking to find solutions for the com- 
plex difficulties besetting the rail in- 
dustry and indirectly safeguard the in- 
vestments of millions of savings bank 
depositors and insurance policy hold- 
ers.

JP WITHDRAWAL 


Military and _ Civilian 
Dead in Shanhaiwkan 
Estimated at 2,400. 


By the Associated Press. 

China has demanded that Japan 
withdraw its troops from Shanhaik- 
wan, punish the officers who attack- 
ed that city, and see to it that there 
is no recurrence of such an incident. 

The new attack inspired the Can- 
ton government, usually in opposition 
to the Nanking atthorities, to pledge 
its support to the nationalist regime 
in whatever course may be necessary 
to protect the nation “from the in- 
vader.” 

Shanhaikwan, under the dAomina- 
tion of Japanese troops, was quiet, 
with the opposing armies facing each 
other across the river Lwan, a mile to 
the south. 

Authoritative estimates placed the 
military casualties in the Shanhaik- 
wan fighting at 1,200 Chinese killed 
and 1,200 wounded. Chinese civilian 
deaths were estimated at between 
1,200 and 1,500. The Japanese said 
they lost 18 men killed and 98 
wounded. 

In Washington, the Japanese am- 
bassador talked for half an hour with 
Secretary of State Stimson, explain- 
ing his country’s case. He said later 
that Japan has no desire to seize any 
Chinese territory south of the Great 
Wall and that the Japanese authori- 
ties are doing everything they can to 
localize the Shanhaikwan situation.

The sales levy, estimated to yield 
$166,000 monthly, has exceeded that 
figure every month since it became 
effective except one. October returns 
totaled $260,768.24, nearly $100,000 
more than the budget estimate and in 
November it topped the $200,000 mark 
again. 

During the six-month period from 
May 1 to November 1, tax was paid 
on sales totaling more than $104,000,- 

The tat commission says the aver- 
age per capita yield of the levy was 
9.7 cents for the entire state, ranging 
from .07 cents in Benton county to 
25 1-2 cents in Hinds county, in which 
the capital is located. 

Since May 1, cost of collecting the 
tax has averaged 3.9 cents on each dol- 
lar. Tax commission members, how- 
ever, say they believe this administra- 
tive cost will be reduced as the tax 
seheme gets older and initial costs of 
setting up administrative machinery 
are eliminated. 

Thus far 9,634 individuals and con- 
cerns have filed sales tax returns, 
representing 12.146 business activities. 


This number will be increased greatly, 
authorities say, when the annual re- 
turns are filed this month. The tax 
was designed to reach approximately 
17,000 business firms and several hun- 
dred professional men.

Characterizing the action of Mayor 
Quincy ArnolM, of Hapeville, as 
“wholly illegal and undemocratic” in

Death Brings Words of 
Grief and Tribute From 
All Parties and Creeds. 


By the Associated Press. 

The world’s great men wrote an 
epitaph of acclaim for Calvin Cool- 
idge in a great outpouring of sor- 
rowful expressions at his passing. 

President Hoover, cabinet men, gov- 
ernors, heads of foreign nations and 
their ambassadors, educators, minis- 
ters, heads of great industrial and 
business ‘enterprises, all attested by 
their words to the esteem in whic 
the former president was held. 

“His name had become in his own 
lifetime a synonym for sagacity and 
wisdom,” said President Hoover in 
proclaiming a 30-day national period 
of mourning. “His temperateness in 
speech and his orderly deliberation in 
action bespoke the profound sense of 
responsibility which guided hig con- 
duct of the public business.” 

John W. Davis, who opposed Cool- 
idge for the presidency’ in 1924: 
“Those who differed from him politi- 
cally never questioned his integrity, 
patriotism or devotion to public duty; 
and friends and foes alike must re- 
gret that the country is deprived in 
these critical times of his cool and 
experienced judgment.” ; 

Charles G. Dawes, vice president 

under Coolidge: “The loss is irrepara- 
ble.” 
Vice President Curtis: “The nation 
haw lost one of its strongest men-—a 
man who was liked and whose abill- 
ties were ‘appreciated by the peoples 
of all the civilized world.” 

Former Governor Alfred E. Smith: 
“T had a strong admiration for him, 
said Smith. “Since he left Washing- 
ton I have been pleasantly associated 
with him. I am deeply shocked and 
deeply grieved to hear of his death.

ADAMS STRESSES 
LIVE STOGK VALUE 


Urges Program To Make 
State Self-Sustaining in 
Talk to Bankers. 


To make Georgia self-sustaining by 
replacing the normal quota of live 
stock on every farm was advocated 
by G. C. Adams, commissioner of agri- 
culture, in an address Thursday at 
the Ansley hotel before the joint meet- 
ing of the executive councils of the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association and the 
Country Bankers’ Association of Geor- 


gia. 

Mr. Adams emphasized the fact that 
the financial stringency of recent 
years has caused the majority of farm 
ers to deplete their hog and cattle re- 
serves and has left these farmers 
without means of replacing their herds 
and flocks. With hogs selling at $2.60, 
and with milch cows known to have 
changed hands at as little as $5 a 
head, Mr. Adams represented to the 
bankers that it is possible to secure a 
great many animals for restocking the 
Georgia farms with an exceptionally 
small capital investment. He pro- 
fessed the belief that Georgians will 
never again see the day when Georgia 
farms may be restocked at so small 
an outlay. 

Extensive Live Stock Program. 

His live stock program includes not 
only cattle and hogs, but every breed 
of farm animals, citing as an example, 
the adaptability of Atkinson county 
and surrounding counties for raising 
goats which, in the past, had been 
a thriving industry. It has, never- 
theless, succumbed to the adverse con- 
ditions of the past few years. 

He urged the bankers to make small 
loans to replace every breed of live 
stock on every farm where the char- 
acter of the owner justifies it, even 
going to the extent of taking a few 
small losses in order to rehabilitate 

At the conclusion of his address the 
joint councils unanimously adopted a 
resolution indorsing Commissioner 
Adams’ live stock program, pledging 
their own co-operation and their as- 
sistance in perfecting a plan whereby 
live stock replacement loans may 
obtained not only from the _ banks 
themselves, but also from the Federal 
Regional ‘Agricultural Credit Corpo- 
ration of Macon, Ga.

DAWSON, Ga., Jan. 5.—The 
depression probably had a large 
part in lowering the birth and death 
rate in Dawson during 1932. 

According to records in the of- 
fice of Judge J. W. Peddy, who 
records the vital statistics for the 
town district of Terrell county, 
there were only 170 births recorded 
by this officer during the past year 
as compared with 380 in 1931. Of 
those recorded during 1932, 27 were 
whites and 143 were colored. 

Statistics in the office of Judge 
Peddy also reveal that there were 
only 90 deaths during the past-year 
as compared with 231 in 1931.

were among whites. 


ISHOP SAYS RELIGION 
CAN END DEPRESSION 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 5.—(4) 
Bishop W. N. Ainsworth, of Macon, 
Ga., told the Alabama conference. 
Methodist Church, South, in special 
session today that statesmen, politi- 
cians and financiers had “made a 
mess of things” in seeking solutions 
for the financial depression and de- 
clared that “prosperity is founded on 
the principles of Christ.” 

“IT am firmly persuaded,” Bishop 
Ainsworth said, “that times such as 
these furnish the opportunity for peo- 
ple to get closer to God. The world 
is under the shadow of an unusual 
eclipse; the fire of good cheer was 
burned down to ashes on many hearth- 
stones, 

“These times prove to us that the 
only way out is the way of the al- 
mighty God. The statetsmen have 
proven themselves unequal; the poli- 
ticians have come forward with what 
have proven inadequate panaceas: in 
fact the statesmen, politicians and fi- 
nanciers who have attempted solu- 
tions only have made a mess of 
things.

ON FARM RELIEF BILL 


Party Lines Crumble as 
Rural and Urban Mem- 
bers Battle. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(%)— 
Unperturbed by a strong republican 
attack upon the domestic allotment 
farm relief bill, its democratic spon- 
sors tonight confidently awaited the 
outcome of a house vote on the 
measure. 

Party lines, meanhwile, were 
crumbling and a battle between mem- 
bers from rural and urban sections 
developing, with those from the lat- 
ter alarmed at the effect the measure 
might-have upon prices to the con-| 
sumer. | 

The bill would establish a process- 
ing tax upon wheat, cotton, hogs and 
tobacco, from which farmers, volun- 
tarily reducing the acreage, would 
receive proportionate payments to 
bring the price received for their 
product to a parity with pre-war 
levels. 

It was this processing tax and the 
possibility of increased cost to the, 
consumer that aroused the opposition | 
of the city dwellers. | 

Illustrative of this and of the break | 
in the political alignment, Represen- 
tative Huddleston, of Alabama, who 
represerits a large industrial center. 
today assailed the measure from the 
floor as “another quack remedy” and 
“venture into the realms of com- 
munism.” 

On the other hand, Michender, of 
Michigan, a republican stalwart, an- | 
nounced his probable support of the 
bill, saying that since “the democrats 
apparently plan to enact it in the 
special session anyhow, it may as 
well take effect at once.” 

Huddleston’s was the only attack 
heard from the democratic side of the 
house.

For Economic 


Coffin’s Idea of Resur- 
rection of War Body, 
Embodied in Bill, Meets 
Approval in Capital. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Believing 
that the economic forces of the nation 
ean be rehabilitated only through a 
concerted program based upon a sur- 
vey of the country's industrial and 
business needs, Senator Walter F. 
‘George, of Georgia, announced today 
that he will press for consideration 


at this session of the bill introduced 
this week by himself and Senator Mil- 
lard ‘Tydings, of Maryland, jointly. 
ealling for the establishment of a 
comprehensive government agency to 
outline a plan for economic relief. 


The George-Tydings measure pro-| 


poses the creation of a “council of 
national stability and welfare,” com- 
posed of seven cabinet officers, to- 
gether with an advisory or planning 
commission made up of nine leading 
figures in the field of finance, indus- 
try. labor, agriculture and economics. 

Already the bill has been referred 
to the finance committee and it is 
the purpose of Senator George, one 
of the ranking democratic. members of 
the body, to ask for hearings without 
delay. 

Elaborates Coffin's Idea. 


Anticipating that actio on the pro-| 


posal may be forthcoming this session 
hefore the change in administration, 
March 4. the two senators, who col- 
laborated on the project, made pro- 
vision for having the advisory com- 
mission selected by President-elect 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
was given President Hoover 
point only from a list of persons nomi- 
nated by Mr. Roosevelt. 
The proposed government 
is an elaboration of the idea of How- 
ard E. Coffin, capitalist of Sapelo Is- 
land, Georgia, who has sought the re-~ 
vival of the old council of national 
defense, a war-time body, as a means 
of bringing the country out of the 
economic depression. Himself a for- 
mer member of the council, Mr. Coffin 
several times has urged 
Hoover to re-establish the agency as 


a peace-time emergency action. The | 


president, however, has frowned on 
each overture to that end. 

As presented by Senator George 
and Senator Tydings, the bill would 
apply to the proposed “council of 
national stability and welfare” prac- 
tically the same functions of the old 
council of national defense except that 
emphasis would be placed on economic 
problems rather than those arising 
‘during a period of war. 


Office Without Pay. 


The Sapelo Island man has con- 
ferred with both senators extensively 
on the plan. As a leading figure in the 
business world, it has been his idea 
all along that the country cannot de- 
pend on mere expediency to work its 
way out of the depression but must 
provide some central planning agency 
to meet problems as they exist. 

All members of the advisory or 
planning commission would serve with- 
out pay, but an appropriation of 
$200,000 is provided for the expense 
of investigations incident to the for- 
mulation of a program. 

Almost any subject or problem af- 
fecting the national welfare could be 
taken up by the council and commis- 
sion, everything. it is suggested, from 
taxes to prohibition. First, the com- 
mission, consisting of recognized lead- 
ers in their respective fields of ac- 
tivity, would consider a problem, say 
agricultural relief, for example, then 
report its recommendation to the 
council, made up of the president's 
cabinet. In this way a closer co-opera- 
tion between the government and busi- 
ness forces could be accomplished, it 
is contended. ~ 

Senators See Benefits. 


As the agency worked out during 
the war, recommendations presented 
to the cabinet council by-the commis- 
sion were acted upon immediately 
without the usual delays incident to 
official functions.

. A. Hill Declares 


Unchanged, T 


“Althongh there was the usual sea- 
sonal pick-up in the employment that 
marks the Christmas holiday season, 
there has been little change in the 


amount of employment or unemploy- 
ment of negroes throughout the coun- 
try,” is the «pinion of T. Arnold Hill, 
New York, director of industrial re- 
lations department of the National 
Urban League, who left Atlanta 
Thursday after a three-day visit. 
Recognized as one of the foremost 
authorities in the country on negro 
employment and industrial conditions, 
Director Hill was the guest of honor 
at a round-table discussion dinner at 
the Butler Street Y. M. C. A. cafe. 
During his stay in Atlanta he visited 
such agencies as the Unemployment 
Relief Center, the Community Chest, 
Family Welfare and others. In ad-

Director Hill, who was a member 
of President Hoover's unemployment 
commission and who is also serving 
with the United States department of 
labor, pointed out that there has been 
a definite trend towards certain types 
of occupations in the adaptation of 
the negro to his new economic situa- 
tion.
